TheOweusboro Mmenger ot Tuea> 
day heads a news column regarding a 
meeting ot the City Council thus, 
“Holding Him Oft,” “An Ordi- 
nance Levying a big License Tax on 
the Itinerant Merchant, etc.,” and 
then says: “Capt. W. T. Aliia, on 
bebalt of the merchants ot the city, 
presented an ordiuatice imposing a 
license tax ot 150 per day on itiner- 
ant merchants.” 

Now, we have no objection to offer 
to this proposed proceeding on the 
part ot the City Council. Ou the 
other hand we see uo reason whatev- 
er for allowing tramp merchants to 
interfere with the trade ot established 
merchauts. The former pay nothing 
to the support of the city iu the way 
ot taxes, nothing for the streets along 
which they distribute their questiona- 
ble bargains, nothing tor lighting the 
streets, nothing ior any ot the public 
service necessary in a town or city. 
The established merchant pays for all 
these. His interest is the city’s in- 
terest and vice versa. But the tramp 
merchant has nothing iu common. 
For the privilege ot this market he 
should, therefore, pay and paf dearly 
it he should not be taxed out alto- 
gether. Thus far all is well. But 
what about the consistency ot Capt. 
Ellis, who by endorsing the Chicago 
platform endorsed the next thing to 
absolute Free Trade! 1 As a Demo- 
cratic mogul he is tor opening the 
markets of this country to the mer- 
chants of the world and inviting them 
to come in and compete with our own 
though like the tramp merchaot here 
they have no interest in common with 
us They pay no taxes, they help 
support no institution of ours. But 
the same versatile Capt. Ellis, as an 
attorney for the merchants ot Owens- 
boro, is far from beings Free Trader. 
He is, in fact, a rank Protectionist. 

These merchants, many ot whom 
are Democrats, can boast ot their 
Free Trade proclivities, and talk of 
Bobber Barons and Monopolies and a 
Thieving Tariff when Uocle Ham 
throws his protecting arm around our

“Notwithstanding all the talk to 
the contrary,” said a Democratic 
Senator, who has a reputation for go- 
ing straight at any point he wishes 
to reach, and little patience with those 
who adopt a roundabout route, "this 
Administration is going to issue 
bonds, and nobody knows it better 
than Mr.Clevelandand Secretary Car- 
lisle, and in my opinion they will is- 
sue them before the first of July.” 
That seems to be the opinion of all 
those who have given the subject any 
study, and it is probable that the 
present attitude of the Administration 
on the subject was assumed for the 
purpose of being able to meet the 
criticisms certain to be made when it 
becomes certain that bonds will be is- 
l sued by the statement that all other 
I suggested expedients had been tried 
i and that their failure had compelled 
the issue of the bonds. Indeed, it 
has been positively asserted by a per- 
sonal friend of Secretary Carlisle that 
Mr. Cleveland wanted to issue $50, 
000,000 of bonds last week, and 
woutd have done so had not Mr. Car- 
lisle stood so firmly against it and 
finally told him that he might get an- 
other Secretary of the Treasury to is- 
sue them as he would not, until every- 
thing else had been tried. 

Mr. Cleveland's proposition to the 
Wall Street men to borrow $50,000, 
000 in gold from them for one year 
at 3 per cent interest, and in default 
of payment at the end of the year to 
issue bonds for that amount, did not 
strike the average mind as a very 
brilliant one. It was declined, how- 
ever, because the Wall street men did 
not wish to take any chances about 
bonds; they want them issued, and 
will not help the Treasury unless they 
are issued, or a definite promise made 
that they will be issued at a stated 
time. There is a disposition 
to criticise Mr. Cleveland for 
having taken this financial business 
intohis own hands, but a distingushed 
Republican Senator remarked, “It is 
Cleveland and, not Carlisle, who will 
be held responsible for the success or 
failure of the financial policy adopted 
by the Administration.” 

It is stated by those who know 
what is going on inside Administra- 
tion circles that the reason for the 
Democratic attackon reciprocity, which 
Mr. Cleveland and his advisers have 
made up their minds to destroy, by 
annulling all the treaties made by 
the Harrison Administration, is that 
it stands in the way of putting sugar 
and coffee back on the dutiable list, 
from which they were taken by a 
Republican Congress. No duty can 
be levied upon sugar or coffee com- 
ing from any country which has a 
treaty granting their free entry into 
the United States; hence the determi- 
nation to wipe opt the treaties. The 
programme is for the Administration 
to get all the reciprocity treaties out 
of the way before Congress gets ready 
to pass the Administration Tariff bill, 
which is to put a duty on sugar, cof- 
fee and probably tea on the dutiable 
list again. The small wage-earners 
and the fanners of the country can- 
not fail to appreciate at its foil value 
this piece of Democratic Statesman- 
ship, w’hich will materially increase 
their living expenses with no possi- 
bility of benefiting them to even the 
slightest extent 

Ex-Congressman McKinney, of 
New Hampshire, who wanted to be 
Commissioner of Pensions, has been 
given the comparatively insignificant 
position of Minister to Columbia, 
while ex-Congressman Thompson, of 
California, gets the Brazilian Mission 
and Wiley, of New York, the Con- 
sulship to Bordeaux. That rule 
against appointing “ex's” has been 
laid on the shelf, along with other 
rules that were violated almost as 
soon as they were announced. 

The Government is being run just 
now with only one member of the 
Cabinet — Secretay Smith — in town, 
the rest of them, with the exception 
of Secretary Lamont who remained in 
New York, being on their way to 
Chicago, with Mr. Cleveland to at- 
tend the opening of the World's 
Pair. The office-seekers went some- 
where — lots of them didn’t have mon- 
ey enough to go far — to wait for the 
return of the appointing power, as 
they have completely disappeared 
from Wasingtion for the first time 
since the assembling of Congress, last 
December. Mr. Cleveland is expec- 
ted to return next Tuesday when the 
office-seekers can make a fresh start 

Among the five Government direc- 
tors for the Union Pacific Railway 
Company, appointed this week, 
were Hon. Don Dickinson, the gentle- 
man who has been posing as the War- 
rick of the Administration and who 
said he declined to enter the Cabinet, 
and Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, of Virginia, 
who, it is said, did not ask for this 
or any other Federal appointment, 
being an avowed Candidate for the U. 
S. Senate from this State. Some 
think that he was given this position 
to make him withdraw from the Sen- 
atorial contest, but there is no reason 
why it should have that affect. It 
will be easy enough for him to resign 
this place if he can get elected to the 
Senate, which will be by no means 
easy, as he has the liveliest sort of 
opposition.

A Public l.lhrnry a .\err«ftlly. 

It was not tn iny years ago that 
the first free public library was 
established in this country’ and Eng- 
land, but the time will soon come, if 
indeed it has not already arrived, 
when a town or city's stage of ad- 
vancement may be determined by the 
recognition and support it gives to 
public libraries. Certainly we could 
not go far wrong in taking this 
as our guide in choosing 
a place for business or residence. A 
public library serves a purpose simi- 
lar to that of a public reservoir, both 
illustrates the economy of co-opera- 
tion ; the former is as necessary to the 
mental and moral welfare of the 
community as the later is to its phys- 
ical health and comfort; and the 
time is not far distant when the ab- 
sence of a library will lower a city’s 
standing as does now the lack of res- 
ervoirs. An appropriation to a pub- 
lic library is not an exjienditure; it is 
an investment which returns the larg- 
est dividend. A good library attracts 
the tx-st class of immigrants, it raises 
the standard of living, it serves as a 
school of manners to both old and 
young. It gives to men and l>oys 
profitable employment for their leis- 
ure hoursandis thus a saving influence 
in many a life, which becomes a prof- 
it instead of a burden, a blessing in- 
stead of a curse, to the community. 
Did it ever occur to you that you 
share the benefit of the reading done 
by your friends and neighbors and 
by the residents of your town or 
city generally? The more reading the 
less rowdyism and the greater indus- 
try, order and sobriety. This benefit 
to you is greatly increased if you 
have children, for their lives must be 
greatly influenced by the character of 
their companions. It is almost as 
important to you that your neigh- 
bors children should have access to 
good books as your own. Edward Ev- 
erett Hale says: “I should advise 

any man or woman to give 
money, time and energy to building 
up the library of the neighborhood 
rather than his own, even if he were 
thinking only of the advantage of 
his own family.” To illustrate the 
increased influence of a good book in 
a public library as compared with one 
in a private library would say upon 
examination of a book a short time 
ago to determine whether it was 
worth rebinding, found that the book 
had been bound three times, and in 
the last binding it had been issued 
from the library one hundred times. 
It is safe to say that it had been issued 
three hundred times and probably 
one thousand or fifteen hundred peo- 
ple had enjoyed its influence. Com- 
pare this with the volume in your 
home library. There is a material 
side to the library idea, and we be- 
lieve that Iowa has the only associa- 
tion which deals with this phase, 
namely, the actual establishment and 
equipment of libraries in the differ-^ 
ent towns and cities. We refer to the 
Parmelee Library Company, of Des 
Moines, Iowa. This company is 
represented in this part of the State 
by S. C. Stevens, of Beaver Dam. A 
few reasons for indorsing the library 
work; Each member selects any three 
books from a list of something over 
twenty two hundred that he would 
like to see placed in the library. 
When he makes his selection h$ knows 
the exact size of the book, type, 
quality of paper and etc. Another 
good reason is there is no money paid 
until the library has been received 
by the librarian. So each member can 
see and has the privelege of examin- 
ing each volume before paying for 
his share.

France and Germany made 110 in-

Then, again, the building of this 
fleet has reduced the freight rates in 
the coasting trade nearly 50 per cent, 
since 1870, and our coasting fleet is 
superior to the steam fleet of any 
country except England. How is this, 
do you ask? Why, we protect the 
coasting trade the same as we did our 
manufacturers, and so save it; and 
then the result is that the countiy 
has a better fleet to meet an emergen- 
cy with than it ever had before. 
What a benefit this reduction has 
been to our own people, and yet it 
has been produced by competition 
among ourselves! 

It was the ship engaged in the for- j 
eign trade that was left unprotected; ( 
and, in consequence, when the war , 
came the chance was afforded and ta- 
ken to wrest the foreign carrying bus- | 
iness from us and when the war was 
over we had none left. 

What we have done with the iron i 
ship since 1872 is sufficient proof of 1 
what we can do to regain our places as 
ocean carriers, if a permanent policy 1 
and a wise one lie adopted by our na- 1 
tion. It is no small thing to be able j 
to say that this countiy is to-day the 1 
second iron and steel shipbuilding j 
country of the w’orld — second only to ; 
England — and that, without reducing j 
the cosf of American labor; we have 
reduced the original cost of the iron 
ship to within twelve per cent of what 
it is in England, and can build a ship 
having no superior anywhere. Our 
ten years experience in iron and steel 
shipbuilding is such a record as ought 
to stop the mouths of the men who 
declare that Americans cannot build 
iron ships, and must depend up- 
on England for them.

[CINCINNATI KNgt’IKER.] 

Mrs. Robinson was a colored wom- 
an. She was born in the town of 
Maryland, in the state ol Virginia, 
in Februrary, 1764. Her mother was 
Ixim in Africa, and brought to the 
United States as a slave. 

Mrs. Robinson married an Indian 
who was taken prisoner by the family 
with which she was living. By him 
she had fifteen children, three of 
whom — all girls — are still living. 
They are Mary Withers, aged 89 
years; Fannie Rout, aged 52 years, 
and Lizzie Jones, aged 46. The first 
lives at Crittenden, Ky., and has 
given birth to fifteen children, all of 
whom are dead, Mrs. Jones has given 
birth to seven children, four of whom 
are in the land of the living. 

When the Revolutionary war broke 
out Mrs. Robinson was twelve years 
old. She remembered up to the day 
of her death and was able to tell of 
the red-coated British soldiers 
and the forces of George Washington 
as she saw them with her own eyes. 
She often told of how. when the mis- 
tress of the household went out to 
milk, the man of the house would 
shoulder Iris gun to protect her lrom 
the Indians. Then she would recall 
the days when dishes were made of 
wood. For such an old jierson her 
memory was excellent. Now and 
then, however, when she would start 
out to take a stroll her mind would 
leave her temporarily and she would 
wander about helplessly until some 
one acquainted with her should chance 
to find her and take her home.

The superb international display of 
the marines and sailors from the great 
fleet that swings at anchor in the 
Hudson was naturally and properly 
the most conspicuous feature of yes- 
terday’s parade. But while the col- 
umn of sea fighters ol nine nations 
marching in friendly concord down 
the finest avenue ol the metropolis of 
the New World was a most impressive 
spectacle, the escorting torces ol the 
New York National Guard added an 
element without which the display 
would have been incomplete. 

Tlie sturdy, sun-browned American 
sailors and marines, as they tramped 
in admirable formation through the 
streets, proved by their discipline and 
bearing the efficiency of the force that 
mans the swift ships ol the new navy. 
The compact, well ordered array of 
the National Guard showed our criti- 
cal foreign visitors the kind of mate- 
rial which tlie Republic can command 
for the defense of her honor and rights 
on the land, if such a defense should 
ever become necessai /. 

The foreign admirals and captains 
wlio watched the bayonet crowned 
battalions of our volunteer soldiers as 
they swept through the City Hall 
Park could not fail to acquire new re- 
spect lor the warlike resources ol the 
United States. In Europe the soldier 
is a conscript, forced to leave the 
tasks ot peace and devote some of the 
best years of bis life toincessantdrill. 
The soldiery on which the American 
Republic relies for tlie maintenance of 
order and the protection of American 
teiritoiy is of a far different type. 

In America the bayonets think. The 
National Guard, which will compare 
favorably with some European armies 
in discipline and general proficiency, 
is composed of men who have shown
